The boys of 
last years pig club in this coun- 
ty have practically all the pure 
bred pigs for sale in Alabama. 
We have received numerous in- 
quiries from other counties re- 
questing prices on pure bred 
pigs but our answer has always 
been that,our own boys are 
buying as fast as they are 
ready to sell and it will prob- 
ably be another year before we 
will have any surplus to ship 
out of the county. The total 
sales during 1925 by the club 
boys for pigs that they have 
raised will easily exceed $3,- 
000.00 besides keeping half 
their pigs for slaughter. 


Orders Taken This Week For 
1000 Acres Hairy Vetch Seed. 
Last week we visited 76 


farms in interest of our hairy 
vetch order for this fall. We 


took orders for around 1000 


acres of seed which the Farm 

Bureau is delivering to the} 
farmers for around $2.25 per 
acre. Demonstrations the past 
year have shown us that hairy 
vetch will grow as well in Cof- 
fee County as anywhere and 
we expect to push this crop as 
a means to permanently build- 
ing up the soils and at the same 
time cut down the enormous 
expenditure each year on the 
part of the farmers for nitrate 
of soda. It appears now in the 
beginning of our vetch cam-, 
paign for another year that we) 
will enlist the hearty coopera- 
tion of practically every farm-| 
er i nthe county, and we be-; 
lieve as a result the corn yield | 
per acre will be doubled over; 
the county just as the farmers 
of Dallas County have done 
during the past few years. 
One bie advantage in securing 
the cooperation of large num- 
bers of farmers in planting 
vetch is that of buying our seed 
in ear lots and saving of freight 
rates as well as initial cost of 
seed. We were glad the other 
day to hear Mr. J. L. Warren, 
of the First National Bank of 
Enterprise express his endorse- 
ment of this project and with 
the active cooperation of all 
forces we should build up our 
soil in Coffee County until 
crop failure will be a thing of 
the past, and since rich land 
makes rich people, we should 
have the most prosperous class 
of farmers in America. ;

It may be sever- 
al years yet before Coffee 
County farmers use the alr- 
plane method, be we are glad 
to: announce that the Gunter 
Hardware Co of New Brockton 
has taken the, agency and has 
on display one of the best ma- 
chines for putting out calcium 
arsenate dust. This is a two 
vow machine drawn by one 
mule and will take care of 40 
acres of cotton. Begin to pois~ 
on when &bout ten per cent of] 
the squares are punctured and 


necessary to poison further. A 
close watch should be kept for 
another outbreak of weevils, 
in which case the dust should 
be applied as before. It will 
not pay to poison unless you 
have a good stand of cotton 
and a prospect of at least one 
half bale of cotton per acre. 
Very often the boll weevils will 
break out in spots, and these 
infested areas can be poisoned 
and save the expense of pois- 
oning the whole field. All dust 
should be applied early in the 
morning not later than 9  o*- 
clock and in the afternoon not 
ealier than 4 o‘clock. The cost 
per acre should not exceed 
$2.50 per acre for the season.

Mr. W. C. Dubose, well 
known citizen who for a num- 


ber of years has resided below ~ 


Elba in the New Home com- 
munity, was found dead late 
Saturday night in a deep gulley 
near his home on the farm of 
Mr. Anderson Moore. Accord- 
ing to reports reaching The 
Clipper the unfortunate man 
came to his death accidentally, 
having fallen into the cave or 
gully. 2 

Mr. Dubose after eating his 
breakfast Saturday - morning 
went about the farm in his usu- 
al manner. He did not return 
at the noon hour, but his wife 
only thought that he had gone 
to Perry‘s Store or to Elba for 
some business matter. But 
when he did not return late in 
the evening a search was be- 
gun for him, which resulted in 
the finding of his dead body in 
the gully. After viéwing the 
surroundings, those investigat- 
ing the affair, came to the con- 
clusion that Mr. Dubose was 
passing the place and in some 
manner lost his footing and 
fell. The bluff is said to be 
about fifteen feet deep at the 
point where he fell off.
